Quinten Rankin, both prominent at- 
torneys of Trenton, Tenn., were taken 
from Ward's hotel at Walnut Log, 
Tenn., fifteen miles from'here, at mid- 
night last night by masked night rid- 
ers and murdered. 


Captain nankin's body was found

from the hotel.

Cause of the Trouble. 


The trouble which resulted In the 


death of Captain Rankln and the prob- 
able murder of Colonel Taylor was 
caused by tho passage of an act by 
tie legislature regulating fishing in 
Reel Foot lake, a short distance from 
Walnut Log. 


Night rider disturbances over the 


same matter occurred about a year 
Ego. 


Ever since then Colonel Taylor and 


Captain Rankin have been in constant 
receipt of threatening letters to which 
they paid little heed. 


Mr. Ward, the manager of the Ward 


'hotel at Walnut Log, telephoned Sid 
Waddell, a stockholder in the West 
Tennessee Land company, stating that 
about twenty-five masked night riders 
came to his hotel at midnight last 
night. 


.. -..._ CalJed.P.ut and Seized. 
According to this report the night 


riders lined up 
outside the hotel, 


pulled out their revolvers and called 
for Colonel Taylor and Captain Ran- 
kin. 
The two men did not suspect 


trouble and came down immediately. 
As the attorneys passed into the front 
yard of the hotel the night riders cov- 
ered them with their revolvers. 
Be- 


fore Captain Rankin and Colonel Tay- 
lor had an opportunity to retreat they 
were surrounded and 
seized. They 


were put on horses behind night riders 
and carefully guarded. 


The night riders then quietly took 


up their march from the hotel, turn- 
'ing down the road toward Reel Foot 
lake. 


Guests at the hotel ia a few min- 


utes lost the sound of the hoof beats 
and nothing more was learned o£ the 
fate of Captain Rankin and Colonel 
Taylor until this morning. 


Captain Rankin Hanged. 


Proceeding to the edge of Reel Foot 


lake, the night riders pulled out a 
rope, with which they had provided 
themselves, and placed the 
noose 


about Captain Rankin's neck. 


Examination of the 
scene o£ the 


murder failed to reveal evidence of 
any struggle. 


Captain Rankia was strung up from 


a limb on the bank of the lake for the 
fishing privileges of which he had con- 
tended with the night riders. 


The 
masked 
men then, stepped 


back and opened fire on the swinging 
"body, riddling it with bullets. 


Colonel Taylor was evidently alive 


"at this time and witnessed the murder 
of his law partner. 


Leaving 
the 
corpse 
of 
Captain 


llankin hanging on the bank of Reel 
Foot lake, the night riders took Col- 
onel Taylor to another spot 
Search 


Bear Rankin's body has failed to re- 
Teal a trace of Colonel Taylor. 


Colonel Taylor May Be Living. 


While it is generally believed that 


Colonel Taylor was murdered, as he 
had no opportunity whatever to es- 
cape, the theory has'been advanced 
that 
perhaps 
Colonel 
Taylor 
was 


spared in order that the demands of 
the masked men might be granted. 


The trouble between residents on 


the bank of Reel Foot lake and Col- 
onel Taylor and Captain Rankin origi- 
nated several years ago when the two 
latter men incorporated and organized 
the West Tennessee Land company. 


They bought Reel Foot lake from 


non-resident property owners and im- 
mediately made regulations of their 
own concerning fishin? privileges. 


Numbers of the residents in that 


neighborhood have made their living 
for some time by fishing in the lake 
and 
they became 
indignant when 


•what they claimed as their "rights" 
•were disturbed. 


REWARD OF $10,000.

BRYAN AT RENSSELAER. 


Rensselaer, Ind., Oct. 20.—A vigor- 


ous defense of tho plank in the demo- 
cratic 
platform 
recommending the 


guaranty of bank deposits was made 
here today by William J. Bryan 
He 


chose this subject for his speech be- 
cause of tho fact that Jasper county 
in which this city is located, has suf- 
fered from bank failures, resulting in 
the imprisonment of several bank offi- 
cials. 


"Instead of the guarantee 
system 


making bankers reckless," he de- 
clared, "wo believe In protecting the 
depositors and then we believe in reg- 
ulation that will prevent the things 
which have brought bank failures." 


He insisted that the banker should 


be prohibited by law from Indulging 
in speculation on the 
stock market 


and the board of trade. The banker 
handles the money of other people, 
the' speaker'said, and should be pro- 
tected from the temptation that goes 
with gambling. 


"If we had such a law," said Mr. 


Bryan, "it would have brought glad- 
ness and joy into homes that have 
been plunged into mourning through 
the acts of those who have been un-

All Mountainous Sections 


of Pennsylvania Swept 


by the Flames. 


Philadelphia, r>a., Oct. 20.—From 


nearly every mountainous section of 
Pennsylvania come reports of forest 
and brush fires, the flames in some in- 
stances endangering villages that are 
surrounded by woodlands. 
Most of 


these fires are believed to have been 
started by hunters, who have thronged 
tho woods since the rabbit season 
opened on October 15. The prevailing 
drouth has dried out the leaves and 
branches of trees and made them fins 
fuel for flames fanned by a strong 
wind. 


Near Williamsport, ia the center of 


the state, the citizens of villages are 
fighting fires. These are Leetonia, in 
southern Tioga county, Trout Aun, in 
Northern Lycoming, and Nordmont, in 
the eastern part of Sullivan county. 


At Trout Run every available man 


and youth has been fighting the 
flames continuously 
since 
Friday 


night. The wall of fire which was 
four miles long and almost encircled 
Trout Run, became such a menace 
that women began to prepare their 
households for quick moving. 


Work of Fire Fighters. 


The fire fighters have made all their 


efforts at back-firing and digging tren- 
ches. 
The 
latter 
have been dug 


around three sides of the fire and the 
men now are running in relays along 
this trench watching that flames do 
not leap to it. 


At Leetonia the fire has not yet ad- 


vanced sufficiently to immediately en- 
danger the town. 


At Nordmont forty men have been 


fighting fire since Sunday. The thick 
•woods run almost to the doors of this 
village's houses and completely sur- 
round the town. 


The fires on the Allegheny moun- 


tains are burning with renewed vigor 
and all efforts to check them have 
been unsuccessful. 


No rain has fallen in that part of 


the state in two months. 


In the Pocono mountains in the east- 


ern part of Pennsylvania, flames are 
sweeping over a great area in defi- 
ance of the fire fighters. 


FIRES SPREAD RAPIDLY. 


Johnstown,'Pa.. Oct 20.—The forest 


fires throughout the Allegheny moun- 
tains are spreading rapidly today and 
conditions 
are 
reported 
alarming. 


The eastern slope, of the mountains is 
ablaze for several miles and a number 
of villages arc threatened with (In- 
struction. 
At Dougherty, Dean and 


Dysart the situation is serious. There 
is practically r. water famine in this 
vicinilv and 
progress is being 


made against the fires. Smoke hangs 
like a pall over miles of territory.

States Atlantic fleet to visit the em- 
pire of Japan in its practice cruise 
around the world. You will express 
to his majesty the emperor my earnest 
wish for the strengthening and con- 
tinuance of the cordial relatloas which , 
exist and have always existed between 
the two countries.

other side. 


Must Maintain Courts. 


"In other words, you have got to 


maintain the power of the courts in 
order that there may bo1 justice ad- 
ministered with an even hand as to 
both these great influences in the 
country so that they may be kept 
within the law; and yon can be sure 
if you weaken the power of your 
courts tliat both influences will at- 
tempt and enjoy illegality which tlie> 
ought not to have. 


"That is human nature. Therefore 


a man who siis on the bench and ad 
ministers law without fear or favor 
because his blows happen to hit labo 
on the one side, or capital on the oth- 
er, cannot be charged if he adminis 
tors the law as it exists, on the fact 
as (bey are presented with doing oth 
cr than his duty, and if he does no 
exert the authority of bis court with 
all his pov.'er to bring to justice and 
fails to do so because of fear of po- 
litical influence, or fear of any class 
he docs not deserve to be the presi- 
dent of the United State?."

Kansas City, Oct. 20.—Complete vin- 


dication for C. W. TrlcUett was con- 
tained in the unanimous decision of 
the Kansas City, Kan., committee ap- 
pointed to investigate in the disbar- 
ment proceedings against the assist- 
ant attorney general. The report was 
made at noon yesterday in the district 
court to Judge McCabe Moore. 
The 


members of the committee were Kit- 
;eno Ware, chairman; W. B. Button 
and M. B. Donoho. Judge Moore dis 
missed the proceedings as soon as the 
report was read. 


The findings of the committee were 


brief. 
Upon sixteen of the nineteen 


charges the committee was of the 
unanimous opinion that there was ab- 
solutely no ground upon which to base 
the accusations made. 
On the other 


three a majority of the committee 
ruled there 
was 
no evidence upon 


which to base a trial in court. M. H. 
Donoho was the dissenting member of 
the committee on these charges. 


Serves Under Objection. 


Mr. Donoho was objected to by Mr. 


TricUott us a member of the commit- 
tee when he was appointed by Judge 
McCabe Moore. 
He was notified that 


he was objectionable to the accused, 
but ho served anyway. 


C. F. Mulchings and b. W. Kepling- 


er, attorneys for Mr. Trickett, then 
filed a written protest against Mr. 
Donoho in court. 
The objection was 


that Donoho was "biased and preju- 
diced liocaiiso he is allied with and 
under personal and financial obliga- 
tions lo jwmblors, whom the accused 
has good reason to believe are Inter- 
ester! and urging the fight on the ac- 
cused." 
No objection was made by 


cither side to the other two members 
of t.ho committee. 


The charges upon which Mr. Dono- 


ho dissented 
were 
known as 
the 


Foerschler, 
Cooksey 
and 
Atkins 


charges. 


Geoorge Foerschler, sr., swore Mr. 


Trickett agreed not to foreclose on 
property owned by him, upon which a 
liquor injunction had been placed 
Mr. Trickett testified his agreement 
was contingent upon the payment of 
the costs in the case. The evidence 
was that all the costs had not been 
paid at the time o£ the foreclosure 
sale. 


Money Charges Disproved. 


The Cooksey charge was that Mr. 


Trickett did not pay a portion of a 
judgment he received In a' damage 
suit after he had 
quit 
the firm of 


Trickett, Cooksey & Trickett. 
The 


testimony was that Cooksey never had 
an interest in the case in which he 
claimed a fee and had never done any 
work upon It. 


W. W. Atkins charged that he paid 


Mr. Trickett ?50 to dismiss a paving 
suit in which Atkins was defendant, 
the assistant attorney general being 
attorney for some of the plaintiffs. 
The evidence was that Atkins had 
made the agreement with another man 
interested in the same suit. 


The members of the investigating 


committee served without pay. They 
served merely because they desired 
to have a member of the law profes- 
sion fairly tried.

Still another way of using the ripo cucumbers is in mangoes. Cut 


out a side section large enough to ailow for scooping the seeds and 
soft portions. Save this piece, as it has to be returned after the cu- 
cuic'aer is filled: soak the cucumbers over night in strong salt water; 
In the morning drain and prepare the mixture for siufflr.g. This may 
~ary according to taste and vegetables on hand. It consists usually 
oJ chopped cabbage and celery, onions and green tomatoes, radish 
pods, tiny cucumbers, tender stri'.ig beans, green grapes 
and nas- 


turtium seeds. Sprinkle well with salt and let stan-i two hours: s<\i- 
son to taste with ground cloves, cinnamon, allspice, ginger. pejJTwr 
and salt, then drain; mis thoroughly, fill ths cavities, pressing in 
well, then adjust the pieces where they were removed and tie firrnly 
with white cord. Put in a preserving kettle, cover with cold vinegar 
and let remain over night. 
Th? nest morning heat to n. scald and 


simmer gently for half an hour, tike out the mangoes and pack in a 
stone Jar, ccvcrin? with cold vinegar. The next morning pour oft 
the vinegar, add sugar In the proixirtion of one-half cup to every two 
of vinegar, scald and pour over the pickles: set away, cldscly cov- 
ered, and they will be ready for use in a month.

The total product was 166,095,335 


barrels in 1907, an Increase over 1906 
o£ 39,601,399 barrels, or more than the 
total production of petroleum in any 
year up to 1889. The total value in 
creased from $92,444,736 in 1906 to 
?120,160,749 in 1907. The 
average 


price decreased only slightly.

He hasn't the originals, 
you know. They were returned to the

Oil 
files. 
Photographic 


copies were made and these are the 
ones Hearst Is using. He hasn't orig- 
inals, except 
a few Hanna letters, 


which may not come out at all." 


Couldn't Get the Money. 


In continuing his recital of the way 


in which the letters were taken and 
the photographs disposed of to Mr. 
Hearst, Stump, who now lives at 1086 
DeKalb avenue, Brooklyn, said to Mr. 
Gleason: 


"After the photographed copies of 


the letters were sold to the Hearst 
people some of the letters were re- 
turned to Mr. Archbold by a friend of 
mine. 
Mr. Archbold had offered us 


$1,000, but he didn't pay it after he 
got his bands on the letters. 


"We knew it was too much risk to 


steal the originals and then keep them. 
J: D. A. would be sure to ask some 
day for some one of them, and where 
would we be? 
So we had to photo- 


graph them and then return them. 


"Willie fetched the stuff to me, but 


he never showed up at the Hearst of- 
fice at all. They've never laid eyes 
on him. It's me that stands to . lose 
on any publicity. Willie has nothing 
to lose. He's got his Tarrytown home. 
He's fixed, living there with his step- 
ather, who has the job with Arch- 
old. 
"You 
know Willie has always de- 


ied his guilt. He actually brought 
uit against Mr. Archbold at the time 
f his dismissal. 
Paid a lawyer to 


irepare the papers, and everything. 
He's a reckless fellow." 


Takes eLtters to Paper. 


In taking up the narrative of the 


actual negotiations by which Stump 
;old the letters, Mr. Gleason writes: 
'It was at the close of 1904 that Wil- 
ie Winfleld brought the Archbold cor- 
espondence in bargain lots to his good 
riend, Charley Stump, and made him, 
he white man, the actual negotiator 
at the Hearst office in Park Row. 


"Soon after the presidential elec- 


,ion of 1904 Stump became a familiar 
figure of nights in the editorial rooms 
of William Randolph Hearst's New 
York newspapers. Some of those who 
observed him thought him consump- 


Conry's prestige. 


Born in Shenandoah, Pa., 
thirty- 


eight years aso, Mr. Conry was put 
to work as a breaker boy when he 
reached the age of eight years. 
Up 


to this time he had never attended a 
school and knew nothing about read- 
ing and writing. But he knew other 
boys,who did go to school and had 
made up his mind to get an education 
for himself. 


There were four or five other boys 


like him who also worked in 
the 


mines. 
They banded themselves to- 


gether and secured the assistance of 
the timekeeper, who at one time had 
been a school teacher In Ireland. Ho 
consented to teach the boys how to 
read and write. 


Every day from that time on the 


timekeeper would get his little class 
together during spare moments and 
in the evenings after their day's labor 
In the mines was over. They had no 
text books, but instead their teacher 
made a blackboard from a large piece 
of sheet Iron, and on this he illustrat- 
ed the lessons. 


For five years this course of instruc- 


tion continued, the pupils progressing 
with their studies faster than boys 
who attended the schools 
In 
that 


town. This was because of the am- 
bition that the teacher had put Into 
the boys' to educate themselves, so 
that some day they could quit their 
arduous labors in the mines and make 
a name for themselves. 


When thirteen years of age Conry 


was injured in an accident and was 
compelled 
to quit work. This en- 


forced on him the chance that he so 
long desired. With the assistance of 
friends he was able to go to school. 
He studied so hard and progressed 
so rapidly that at the age of sixteen 
he was given a position as teacher of 
a primary grade. 'While doing tits 
he continued to study himself, and at 
the age of twenty had advanced so far

principal of the local high school in 
his town. He held the post for three 
years, acting at the same time as 
correspondent for several newspapers. 


In that way he managed to get to- 


gether enough money to pay his way 
through college. He dodided to take 
up the study of law, and with that 
object in view entered the University 
of Michigan. Graduating from that in- 
stitution in 1896 with the degrees of 
LL. B. and B. A., he went to Scranton, 
Pa., where he began to practice law.

In a short lime he was 
recognized as a bright young lawyer 
and was Riven several important, du- 
ties by Mr. Murphy. Ho was appoint- 
ed to the oluce of assistant corpora- 
tion counsel and held this position 
until two years ago, when he resigned 
and engaged In a four-cornered fight

man. with the Standard Oil letters.' 
It was known that, with two high of- 
ficials in the Hearst office, he and a 
photographer met in the photograph- 
rooms o£ the newspaper.. A safe in 
the office became known as 'the safe 
with the negatives of the Standard Oil 
letters in it.' When news was dull 
and the editorial council was dolefully 
bewailing the fact, it was common- 
place for one editor or another to 
sigh; 'Wish the boss would let us into 
those Standard Oil negatives in the 
safe!' " 


Mr. Gleason then quotes Stump as 


making this statement: 
"The three 


men I did business with in the Jlearst 
office were, first, Eddy, the city edi 
tor: then 
Mooney, who later 
took 


charge of a paper out of town; then 
Bldbridge, the present city editor ro: 
the American." 


Waited Three Years. 


Mr. Gleason goes on to declare tha 


Mr. Hearst has been holding the let 
ters for three years in order to get a 
favorable moment to publish them, 01 
some of them. He states that earl\ 
in 1905 Mr. Archbold discovered the 
theft and discharged Stump and Win- 
field. Mr. Gleason closes his article 
with these words: 


"And yet these obscure men (refer- 


ring to Stump and Winfield) are not 
the most guilty parties of the now 
famous Archbold-Foraker-Hearst epi- 
sode. 
They are the sal little paws
